President Tom Moore of the Cana¬ 
dian Trades and Labor Congress has 
also some demands to make on the 
government.

THE TOWN ACT 


At this time of year, the Town Ajct invariably comes 
up for discussion, particularly that section which refers to 
the eligibility of civic officials fbr office. 

Section 28 of the Act says: “The following shall not be 
eligible to be elected mayor or member of the Council— 
any judge, sheriff, bailiff, gaoler, constable, assessor, sec¬ 
retary-treasurer, auditor or other paid officials of the town 
(e) any person having himself, or by or with or through 
another, an interest in any contract with the council, or 
with any person or persons acting for the council or in 
any contract under which any money of the town is to 
be paid for any service, work, matter or thing. 

This clause in the Act was, no doubt, inserted for the 
laudable purpose of removing graft from- public office. It 
discouraged citizens from seeking office, for the purpose 
of direjting town business to themselves. But if observ¬ 
ed in the letter rather than the spirit, it deters many able 
men from assuming civic responsibilities. 

In many towns under normal conditions the clause is 
observed in spirit, and the drastic wording is ignored. 
But unfortunately the question may come up at any time, 
and become an issue. 

It is too great a sacrifice to expect of the average man 
in business, to give, not only his time and ability to the 
service of the town, but also to cut himself off from en¬ 
joying such a share of town business, as would normally 
fall to him as a private citizen. Many men, rather than 
lay themselves open to violation of the Act, refuse abso¬ 
lutely to take any civic office. This is a loss of good ma¬ 
terial and service which is experienced by many towns 
and municipalities. 

For this reason, it would seem necessary that the terms 
of the Act be amended, in order to prevent exploitation 
of town business, and yet permit a Councillor to enjoy 
legally his normal share of civic trade. 

Every town should be able to make full use of the abil¬ 
ity of any or all of its citizens. But until the Act Is 
amended, there is much fine material which will refuse to 
accept any civic office. 


LOOKING ON LIFE 


A country editor has been looking at life in the Rotar- 
ian Magazine, and he knows all about it. The task of con¬ 
ducting a paper in a small town isn’t all beer and skittles; 
at the same time it isn’t the violently personal affair 
some would imagine, even when there is a controversy on. 
It is like life itself in fact. But hear him: 

"Now the thing that makes an editorial fight particu¬ 
larly interesting to the small town editor is that he meets 
the people he opposes face to face every day. They know 
exactly where he is and can talk to him at almost any 
hour. He is not secluded in a skyscraper office behind a 
barricade of secretaries. The editorial policy therefore 
becomes more or less personal. The larger the newspaper, 
the more impersonal editorial campaigns seem to be. The 
greater the paper, the. less conspicuous becomes the edi¬ 
tor; and many small town editors often, wish that they 
could fade out of the picture somewhat and let a cam¬ 
paign be regarded as a matter of newspaper policy rather 
than an opinion maintained by the editor of the paper. 

“It would seem to some people that if an editor were 
alert to the interest of the community and consistently 
championed what he thought best he would soon have an 
accumulation of enemies. Not so. That is, if an editor’s 
stand is actuated by the community interest, is fair to all 
concerned and is sincere. Naturally, if an editor were sel¬ 
fish, insincere, and unfair, he would soon lose the respect 
of his readers as well as the friendship of his people. 

“The public is fickle, forgetful, and forgiving. At heart 
people are good. Men opposed by an editor in a project 
today may next month be working diligently with him in 
the championship of another project.” 

And that is a good summary of the situation. 


WHERE TO CUT 


From Prince Edward Island, probably the most self- 
contained of all the provinces, comes the urge to unite the 
Maritime Provinces under one Legislature, with a lopping 
off of many triplicating services. 

Dr. Ritchie, of the Montreal Witness, commenting on 
this unexpected advocate of reduced costs in government, 
goes on to say: "Ten parliaments with all their parapher¬ 
nalia for less than ten million people. We are ground by 
mere governmental machinery. It is the vast unseen ov¬ 
erhead which is crushing the life of the country. Why 
two Houses in Quebec ?; why three legislatures on the 
prairies, with three of everything else, universities, col¬ 
leges, etc., for a sparse population that clearly is to re¬ 
main sparse for a long time to come. The increasing ap¬ 
plication of machinery to agriculture will keep it sparse. 

“Above all, why two parallel competing railways? 
Surely the time has come for one State-owned railway, 
kept outside of politics and efficiently run for the good 
of the country. That is achieved in other countries. What 
is there in Canadian air or Canadian men, except perhaps 
a bad tradition, to make it impossible? 

"Now is the time to cleanup the speculative rblly of 
past days and restore to national heritage, much that 
was recklessly given and handed about as gift, graft and 
plunder. As Mr. Gladstone contended ‘There is no waste 
so wicked as waste by Governments.’ 

"There are also new voices in regard to the principles 
of taxation.” 


NOTHING IS SAID 


The Ottawa Journal stresses the charitable work that is 
being done year in and year'out by the medical profes¬ 
sion in that those who are unable to pay anything to the 
hospital and are a total charge on the city and the prov¬ 
ince (in Ottawa they number 172 daily) “are given free 
medical and surgical treatment by the attending and con¬ 
sulting staffs of the hospitals—in other words, by some 
of the city’s best doctors, who receive no cash remunera¬ 
tion for their services.” This sort of “free medical ser¬ 
vice” is being given from Halifax to Victoria, and from 
"the river to the ends of the earth”; and nothing is said 
about it-—not even to the tax collector.—Moose Jaw Times 
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TARIFF IMBECILITY 


The United States has no monopoly on tariff folly. 

North Dakota farmers are letting potatoes rot in the 
field because the price is too law to pay for digging. A 
short distance to the north, Manitoba farmers, hit by the 
drought and grasshoppers, lost their crops, and have not 
even enough to eat. North Dakota sent word that their 
Canadian friends might have all the "spuds” they wanted 
just for the digging. 

This is the normal, human way of acting; for the ani 
m&l called man is a pretty decent fellow when he gets 
the chance. But Canada has a tariff of 46 cents a bushel 
on potatoes; and when asked to suspend this duty in the 
present emergency, the minister of national revenue re¬ 
plied that this is "not a proper remedy,” and that to let 
in free potatoes for hungry people would be “unsoUnd in 
principle.” 

Canada doesn’t often make a fool of herself; but she’s 
a thorough soul when she gets -started. People of thp 
stricken region of Manitoba say that they will have to 
have public relief this winter because they haven’t got 
the money to pay duty on potatoes which North Dakota 
is more than willing to give them. 

To add to the irony, Canada suspended the duty on hay 
under similar circumstances a few years ago. It reminds 
one of our own drought two years back when the Federal 
government was willing to advance money to feed mules 
—but not to feed people. • 

Next time someone scolds about our tariff, you can 
win the argument by admitting all he says, and then tel¬ 
ling him this potato story. There are others.—-Labor, 
Washington, D.C. - . 


AUGMENT LAWS WITH CARE 


The message which Premier Brownlee sent to the an¬ 
nual U.F.A. convention in Calgary, was one which has 
received scarcely the prominence which it deserves. In 
full, it is a carefully prepared address, covering many 
of the problems of the people of Alberta, and urging “de¬ 
liberations which may be as sound as the importance of 
the very great problems of today demands.’’ 

After specifying those matters which come under pro¬ 
vincial jurisdiction and those which are of Federal con¬ 
cern, he expressed the beleif that peoDle nave now be¬ 
come familiar with the division of legislative authority 
in Canada, and the extent to which the more fundamental 
problems leading to recovery can only be solved by na¬ 
tional contact and national action. 

In considering the wheat situation, he says: “Several 
facts are being clearly recognized (1) that the United 
States and Canada are the two large wheat producing 
countries, adhering in fact or in theory to the gold stand 
ard; (2) that the proportion of world requirements as sup 
plied by these two countries, has fallen from approxi¬ 
mately 60 to 40 per cent.; (3) that the annual world carry 
over of wheat is largely being concentrated in these coun¬ 
tries; (4) that Argentine and Australia at the same time 
dispose largely of their entire crops and, on basis of their 
depreciated currencies, at average prices of over 70 ets. 
per busliel to their producers; (6) that Canada has lost a 
substantial part of its market in the Orient which may 
be difficult to recapture, if Oriental millers become accus¬ 
tomed to the use of filler wheat.” 

Continuing, he says that there is a general concensus 
that if Canada is to be in -position to compete more ad¬ 
vantageously in the next few years, a policy of reflation 
should be introduced. There is also a growing feeling 
that there should be “a writing down of interest rates and 
a very considerable liquidation of debt, both public and 
private. England has already grappled with this problem 
by reducing interest rates on deposits which in turn has 
resulted in reducing interest rates on loans and debts, 
while Australia has adopted similar provisions.” 

Turning to provincial matters, he spoke of two ques¬ 
tions of major interest. These are: (1) taxation, and the 
uniform legislation which is likely to be brought into ef¬ 
fect in the three prairie provinces; (2) the general ques¬ 
tion of Debt Adjustment which will come up in the Legis 
tive session. While recognizing that debtors should not 
be unduly harassed, or in constant fear, he pointed out 
the inevitable and injurious results of any moratorium. 

His concluding paragraph, must be given in full: 

“May I refer to the popular psychology of the day. The 
weakness of Democratic government lies in the extreme 
swings of public opinion. We are further carried away by 
waves of enthusiasm and optimism or plunged to the 
depth of pessimism or despair. We are too prone to fash¬ 
ion our thinking upon the basis of extreme optimism or 
extreme pessimism. I presume private business as well a: 
public business now realizes how unsound were many pol 
icies demanded and put into effect in the period of en¬ 
thusiasm from 1925 to 1929. Should we not equally recog¬ 
nize the follies of fashioning our present opinions and 
programs on the depths of today. Th'e greatest danger 
our country faces at this time is that we may be carried 
away into adopting unsound policies of governmental ad¬ 
ministration because of the economic seriousness of the 
moment. Changes are inevitable. Reforms must be made. 
The task of the moment is to augment with quiet, but de¬ 
termined care our social and economic structure, and to 
mark out the pathway to the greater happiness which 
awaits us in the future if we have but the wi&fcfflr to 
chart our course properly.” 


BRITISH IMPORTS 


Much is heard these days of the brighter prospects of 
British trade with Canada. But so long as the present 
extravagant tariff duties against goods from the United 
Kingdom are persisted in, there is little hope that British- 
Oanadian trade will materially improve. 

The policy of keeping out British imports serves also 
to keep in Canadian exports to Britain. Even protection¬ 
ist fanatics have come to admit this truth which is one of 
the benefits of the current breakdown. How effectively 
the barring of imports has been is shown in -the trade 
returns. Tariffs do «ot account for all of the decline, but 
they are largely responsible. 

Canadian imports from the United Kingdom - reached a 
peak of $194,000,000 in the fiscal year 1929. They fell off 
slightly in the following year, total value being $189,200- 
000. There was a further drop in the 1931 fiscal year, 
when the total amounted to $149,500,000. 

Latest figures available are for the calendar year end- 
hg December 31, 1932. These show imports of $93,500,- 
000. This sum means that Canada is now importing on 
i per capita basis, less from Britain than she has for 
the last 36 years. 

But the 1932 estimates should reckon further on the ex- 
hange which would mean a value of imports in 1932 at 
*74,300,000 instead of *93,500,000.—Ottawa Citizen.

EW BEATTY SAYS 
UNIFYRAILROADS 

Saving of 75 Millions Annually, if 

Owners of C.NJi. and CP.R. Can 

Agree 

E. W;. Beatty in an address in Win- 
nipeg, presented a plan for the unifi¬ 
cation of the two trans-Canada rail¬ 
ways, which he is confident would 
save 76 million a year for the Cana¬ 
dian people. 

Mr. Beatty re-iterated his objec¬ 
tion to the Duff report saying: “We 
cannot consent to our property being 
administered for us at our expense 
by others. We cannot agree to an ar¬ 
bitrary body shaping our policies 
when the consequences must be borne 
by shareholders. 

"The strongest argument against 
unification of services of the two rail 
ways, is the danger of railway mon¬ 
opoly, whioh has been abused. But it 
must be borne in mind that legisla¬ 
tion for control of abuses has devel¬ 
oped in the last 30 years, and more 
over the public utilities executives 
have been forced to adjust their out¬ 
look to the progress of events. 

Under such an arrangement of un¬ 
ification, he said, the joint railways 
would have the benefits of private 
administration and there would exist 
a common treasury from which an 
equitable division of net earnings 
would work towards the relief of the 
country in meeting interest charges 
as well as operating deficits.' 

Far from attempting to destroy the 
property of the nation, a wise unifi¬ 
cation would preserve the integrity 
of both properties and the investment 
of owners. 

Economy of 1932 

That both companies strove to off¬ 
set the enormous decrease in gross 
earnings in 1932, by effecting econo¬ 
mies is indicated by the fact that the 
decrease in operating expenses of the 
National Railways in 1932 as com¬ 
pared with 1928 was approximately 
$100,000,000 or a percentage decrease 
of 39 per cent. Decrease in the op¬ 
erating expenses of the Canadian 
Pacific in the same period was $83,- 
500,000 or 46 per cent. 

Labor Considerations 

What railway labor wants is regu¬ 
larity of employment and opportun¬ 
ity to earn a reasonable monthly 
wage, and it can never be sure of 
these if the industry itself rests on 
insecure foundations. If the country 
is unable to carry its railway burden 
nothing can protect railway labor 
from the effects of disorganization of 
unsettTement, with the division be¬ 
tween two systems of traffic suffic¬ 
ient for one only has led already to 
short time to unemployment through¬ 
out the length and breadth of Can¬ 
ada. How much better it would be to 
have the industry organized on ra-_ 
tional lines so that a permanent staff 
could normally rely oh a fixed meas¬ 
ure of work.

BARTER HARD ON BANKS 

Massachusetts bankers see in bar¬ 
ter a menace to banka. Some say that 
the banks lose interest profits in the 
amount of trade carried on without 
money. In Iowa, Missouri, Minneso¬ 
ta and North Dakota, where small 
banks failed in the largest numbers, 
the institution of barter and scrip 
has been most pronounced. In New 
England, where banks have remained 
comparatively stable, being linked 
cooperatively, barter schemes have 
been little heard of. But if buainess 
goes to barter and banks are allowed 
to keep their coin—Well, that’s what 
banks most don’t want 

A group of French farmers has 
solved th e depression. They are go¬ 
ing to pay their representatives, not¬ 
in currency, but in wheat. That 
would stir up governments to action 
about as quickly as anything. 

The necessary adjustments cannot 
be made without some disturbance of 
staff, but, wisely handled, these need 
cause no widespread discomfort or 
dislocation. The temporary inconven¬ 
ience involved will not be greater 
than that resulting from our present 
situation and it will lead to a pet 
manent cure for the worst evils. 

There is not the slightest reason 
to fear that a consolidated system, 
operated by men who have dealt fair¬ 
ly with employees in the past and 
who know the priceless advantages of 
esprit de corps, would show lack oi 
feeling in working out the problems 
of reorganization. 

Administration 

The advantages in administration 
savings would, after a reasonable 
time of adjustment, bring permanent 
economy of 76 millions, I believe. 
There economies are not designed to 
eliminate any essential service to 
the public or remove trackage where 
its retention is necessary in the na¬ 
tional interest, and where there is 
not already in existence another fa¬ 
cility capable of adequately providing 
for traffic needs. 

Wiadom 

Unification will lessen capital ex¬ 
penditure for many years to come be¬ 
cause the unified company would 
have joint use of all facilities, track¬ 
age and rolling stock of both com¬ 
panies. 

Unification will not only restrict 
expenditure but will improve reven¬ 
ue position to replace gradually the 
moneys lost. Mr. Beatty concluded: 
“We must reduce the drain on the 
public exchequer, and with wise ad¬ 
ministration and normal conditions, it 
is not too much to expect that in time 
not only will the full interest due to 
public be available to the owners of 
the National Railways, but a substan¬ 
tial amount in addition which will go 
to provide interest on the money ad¬ 
vanced by the government on which 
no interest has as yet been paid.”

A serious outbreak of grasshoppers 
is expected, since 'arge a rears are 
infested with eggo throughout that 
part of Alberta south of Calgary and 
in two points in the north—Fort Ver¬ 
milion and Hay River. These dis¬ 
tricts were troubled last year with 
the pest. i 

As though the Common Roadside 
Hopper, our customary offendor, 
could not do enough damage, it ap¬ 
pears that his near relative, the Les¬ 
ser Migratory, has entered the scene. 
This fellow complicates the problem 
to a large extent because he fpeds 
throughout the fields while the Road¬ 
side Hopper rmeains mainly on the 
borders. (j- 

The government has considerable 
poison on hand in readiness, and will 
use, besides the white arsenic pow¬ 
der poison previously used, also a 
new liquid poison, sodium arsenite. 
This, they claim, will be safer to ad¬ 
minister and easier to handle. The 
cost of poisoning in infested districts 
will be shared by the province and 
the municipalities.
